Silbemagcl said only one event 
had to be postponed until after 
the weekend because of rain 

“The lawn bowling had to be 
delayed but that was the only 
event.” Silbemagel said “Eve¬ 
rything else went off on sched¬ 
ule ” 

Silbemagel said organizers 
were also pleased with the turn¬ 
out of participants for the events 

‘ ‘We had an excellent turnout 
for everything except baseball 
sports,” she said. “But that was 
just because of timing There 
were a number of other money 
tournaments also being played 
around the province this week¬ 
end ” 

Organizers and spectators 
were also pleased with the turn¬ 
out for both the opening and 
closing ceremonies during the 
event The opening ceremony, 
held in the sand at the arena, 
attracted over 400 spectators and 
a crowd of participating athletes 
Formal through the speeches 
from MP Myron Thompson, 
Mayor Ray Lea, MLA Roy 
Brassard and guest speaker Ol¬ 
ympic swimmer Tom Ponting, 
the ice was quickly broken by 
the grad four class from Ross 
Ford Elementary Dressed as 
bees and dancing with Dids- 
bury's new mascot Didsbec, the 
class got the crowd grooving 
after breaking into an upbeat 
disco dance which had Didsbec 
showing off some hip moves 

As for cultural events, the 
turnout was not as large as ex¬ 
pected for the three act play by 
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Ready, set go. Little Mitch McCarger age 3 and his mother Kelly took up the torch along with 
22 other runners during the torch relay run held on Friday night to kick off the dig Country 
Summer Carnes. The runners brought the torch up from the campground, around town and 
finally into the opening ceremonies where a large torch was lit and the games were officially 
declaredopen.

A new policy which will 
sec students funded equally 
from grades one through 12 
is raising concern with high 
school parents 

In a letter circulated to 
parents by Olds High School 
parents advisory’ committee 
chair Maureen Gustafson, 
concern was expressed over 
programs and teacher loss as 
a result of the equalized level 
of funding 

“At first glance this 
(equalized funding) may ap¬ 
pear to be the most fair 
method of budgeting How¬ 
ever, it does not take into 
account the extra costs of 
educating a student at the 
secondary level,” Gustafson 
said in her letter 

Linda Buschcrt, Chair of 
the Didsbury High School 
Parents’ Advisory Commit¬ 
tee shares these concerns She 
said the new equalized fund¬ 
ing program means high 
schools will have fewer dol¬ 
lars to offer the wide variety 
of programs DHS now of¬ 
fers

Olds RCMP are requesting the 
public's help in solving two break, 
enters and thefts.

Schuh released from 


custody

An Olds area man has been re¬ 
leased from custody after a provin¬ 
cial court judge ordered him to stay 
away from Olds and away from 
children under the age of 18 
Arnold Kim Schuh was released 
from custody after making his first 
appearance in court last week on 
nine sex related charges involving 
girls between the ages of 4 and 12 


Schuh, age 37, was ordered to 
live outside Olds and not to have 
any contact with children, besides 
his own. He has been charged with 
five counts of sexual interference, 
two counts of sexual assault and 
two counts of corrupting the morals 
of a minor, related to incidents al¬ 
leged to have occurred over the past 
two years. 

Schuh, who denies the charges, 
reserved his plea until July 19.

“Just looking at the budget 
for next year, it looks like we 
are going to lose a teacher and 
a half at the high school level,” 
Buschcrt said “That is where it 
is going to start to hurt ’ ’ 

Buschcrt said the switch to 
equalized funding also means 
equipment in chemistry , phys¬ 
ics, shop and home economics 
will suffer and high school will 
be hard pressed to offer decent 
after school athletics programs 
because over worked teachers 
will not be as interested in vol¬ 
unteering their after hours time 

"1 think what this means is 
that the cost to the parent will 
just rise.” Buschcrt said. “Not 
just through taxes but also 
through book rentals and school 
fees ” 

But the school board’s sen¬ 
ior administrative staff still feels 
the move to equalized funding 
is correct despite opposition 
from parents 

Senior administrator Wayne 
Poncia said the funding levels 
out for different costs at el¬ 
ementary and secondary lev¬ 
els 

“In elementary schools they 
have to pay for specialized care 


like psychiatric testing and there 
arc other more significant edu¬ 
cational needs at that level,” 
Poncia said. “The elementary 
years arc the formative years 
Therefore w e should be expend¬ 
ing the funds w here they get the 
most impact ” 

But Buschcrt said the school 
board has forgotten high school 
students also need counsellors 
and that the cost of text books 
arc far higher at secondary lev¬ 
els 

“And 1 don’t know where 
they get the idea that one text 
book will last six to eight years, ’ ’ 
Buschcrt said “Just looking 
over my own children's books 
as they w ent through the grades, 
I saw the editions change every 
year This is just one of the 
concerns we have to deal with 
when we have a superintendent 
who has never been a teacher in 
the classroom ” 

Buschcrt said the DHS PAC 
is planning to rally parent sup¬ 
port of their drive to turn away 
from equalized funding They 
plan to join up with Olds and 
Sundre parents this October to 
make funding an issue during 
the October elections

Church group stands against gambling 


VLTsocial cost too high 


Dear Editor: 

Bergthal Mennomte Church 
sponsored a meeting with M l. A 
Roy Brassard at Midway School on 
Thursday, June 1 about the possible 
increase in lottery outlets in our 
province 

The position of this group is that 
gambling undermines moral and 
spiritual values which make for 
healthy personal lives and a healthy 
community spirit A solid work ethic 
is the basis for personal satisfaction 
in that it gives an individual a sense 
of self worth A worker provides the 
necessities of life for himself and 
his family and also has the means to 
assist in community efforts and to 
help less fortunate folk The Bible, 
in Ephesians 4:28 states "Work with 
your hands that you may have the 
means to help those in need " Gam¬ 
bling on the other hand, perpetrates 


the idea of getting something for 
nothing and the "get rich quick" 
nation It undermines the value of 
individual elTort and responsibility 
for earning a living and often leads 
to selfishness, greed, addiction and 
crime It is an inefficient method of 
"taxing" the populace in that much 
of the money is spent on administra¬ 
tion and pn/.es Much of the gam¬ 
bling revenue is drawn from the 
poorer sector of society where it 
affects housing, food and clothing 
for the family 

Our community, through its 
clubs, organizations and churches 
and through the giving of its resi¬ 
dents, has built according to the 
needs of this community This in¬ 
cludes facilities for low-income 
families. 

Although more recently some 
funding for community projects has 


come from lottery revenues, it is felt 
that this takes away from the feeling 
of responsibility and ownership that 
is a necessary basic value for a 
thriving community. 

Mr Brassard gave the group an 
overview of his findings and con¬ 
cerns and of his involvement with 
the issue of government control over 
the lotteries as he works with the 
Alberta Lottery Review Commit¬ 
tee He provided sometimes star¬ 
tling information about the accel¬ 
eration of gambling in our prov¬ 
ince. It was reassuring to note that at 
present, lotteries are permitted only 
for charitable purposes, but should 
they be established on reserves this 
would change.

When calls to the problem gam¬ 
bling helpline triple and 60 percent 
of those calls are related to video 
lottery terminals (a polite way of

Dear Editor: 

There are almost certainly, 
among your readers, people related 
to the Highland Scots who pioneered 
more than two centuries ago in what 
is now Glengarry County, Ontario 
Descendants of these hardy settlers 
spread out across the continent and 
there arc few towns or cities in 
Canada today without a "Glengarry 
connection." 

Thus these people, and indeed 
all Canadians concerned with his¬ 
tory and the preservation of historic 
structures, will be interested in the 
fate of the great stone church at St. 
Raphael's, Ontario 

From the time of its construction 
17 5 years ago, the great church stood 
as a landmark on the rolling hills of 
Glengarry County Its vast walls 
witnessed generations of praise and 
thanksgiving, of christenings and 
weddings and funerals. Then on the 
night of August 10,1970, fire struck 
the venerable building In the morn¬ 
ing only the monumental stone walls 
remained 

This was a church built in the 
earliest days of Ontario's history 
The I lighlanders who settled Glen¬ 
garry - the sons and grandsons of 
Bonnie Prince Charlie's men - while 
yet carving a new life from the Ca¬ 
nadian wilderness, volunteered their 
time to build St Raphael's Catholic 
Church It was one of the noblest 
structures of pioneer C anada, a great 
neo-classical monument that sat a 
thousand people and proclaimed 
unshakeablc faith in the future of 


for visitors to eastern Ontario 
But now, a quarter-century later, 
thcRuinsofSt Raphael's need work 
Damage from summer rains and 
winter frost must be undone to en¬ 
sure that the walls remain safe for 
the admiration and inspiration of 
future generations 

The Friends of the Ruins of St 
Raphael's is a non-profit, non-de- 
nominational citizens' group that 
has assumed ownership of the Ru¬ 
ins Its sole aim is to ensure that a 
monument of such historic, social 
and architectural significance as the 
Ruins of St. Raphael's - a monument 
unique in North America - should 
not pass from the scene

Olds RCMP are calling a fire 
which destroyed and Olds business 
as suspicious 

Olds RCMP Sergeant Dave Lee 
said arson investigators are looking 
into the fire which destroyed 
Transfeeder Inc., a hay exporting 
businesses associated with Olds 
College 

Sergeant Lee said the RCMP 
and fire department were called to a 
fire at the business approximately 
2:30 Friday morning. The fire is 
suspected to have begun on hay 


drying field located east of the 
Transleeder buildings. 

I’he fire destroyed all three build¬ 
ings on the property along with 
equipment Damage is estimated at 
more than $2 million 

In a press release issued last 
week. Transfeeder manager Barry 
Schmitt said the losses will be re¬ 
couped through insurance, includ¬ 
ing 100,000 bales of hay lost in the 
fire. 

Transfeeder’s agreement with 
the college allows students to learn 
research, development and produc¬ 
tion at the plant. The plant employs 
approximately 40 workers 


While the fire completely shut 
down operations at the Olds Col¬ 
lege site. Schmitt said alternate pro¬ 
duction arrangements have been 
made with the Alberta Timothy I lay 
Company, a division of Transfeeder, 
which recently opened near Cre¬ 
mona 

“We’ve diverted all the orders 
for compressed hay that were to be 
filled here directly to out Cremona 
plant,” said Schmitt “It only took 
us four hours to put a plan into place 
once we received word about the 
fire ”

A Didsbury High School grad 
has returned home to her roots and 
is turning a hobby into a business.

In these notes I will touch on 
another related topic and that is how 
to get a quick mid-season picture 
"No time," you may say, and this 
may be true but not a problem if you 
had set up the system during your 
winter planning session 

This is where the computer really 
shows its true value. Literally within 
minutes it is possible to update what 
you have done so far and get a 
picture of a worst and best scenario 
from now on 

You can get an immediate feel¬ 
ing for the bottom line impact of a 
poor or good crop You can see now 


what price you need to get at least to 
break even You can make mid¬ 
season adjustments that are so vital 
to operating a successful business 
This also applies to livestock 
operations as well as crop and for¬ 
age production It is a good time to 
add up feed fed plus all other live¬ 
stock expenses Then look at the 
gross margins (contribution mar¬ 
gins) for the cows, calves, 
backgrounders and pen fed cattle 
Yes, we are talking about cash 
management at this stage. If some of 
your estimates were not realistic you 
need to know how much they were 
out. Only by knowing this will it be 
possible to do something about it 
It could, of course, be either on 



the income side or the expense side 
that adjustments are made Success¬ 
ful businesses are those that know 
what is happening and have the de¬ 
termination (with lots of innova¬ 
tion!) to make it happen 

The second part of a mid-season 
review concerns the overall bottom 
line Yes, it is possible in June to 
make mid-season corrections to en¬ 
sure there is a surplus on the bottom 
line at the end of the year 

The pleasure of achieving some¬ 
thing at the end of a whole year's 
hard work is the motivating force 
In the case of commercial businesses 
it is frequently the need to satisfy 
shareholders with a good dividend! 
Depending on the size of a farm 


operation it could be something as 
simple as putting funds aside for 
retirement, a holiday or even a new 
computer 1 All of these must be as¬ 
sessed carefully in the context of 
good tax planning 

The big picture bottom-line from 
a cash perspective is to achieve a 
predetermined target of cash sur¬ 
plus This must be adjusted for an 
expected increase or decrease of 
inventory and payables or receiva¬ 
bles to determine a true picture of 
profitability. 

The easiest way is to work on the 
cash flow projections If you have 
the numbers set up from the winter 
planning sessions, it is a very quick 
and easy exercise to make adjust¬ 


ments, especially if you have the 
numbers in a computer spreadsheet

something, it could save you thou¬ 
sands' If you would like some help

Five ways to say goodbye to your 
mortgage early

When you sign the mortgage 
papers for your new home, it can 
feel like a weighty responsibility. If 
you're like most Canadians, you'll 
probably choose an amortization 
period of 25 years to pay off" your 
mortgage That can seem like a life¬ 
time, especially in the first few years 
when most of your payments are 
going toward interest and very little 
is actually paying off your debt But 
there are ways to trim years off your 
mortgage And you don't have to be 
a millionaire to do it The follow ing 
suggestions are based on an $80,000 
mortgage at a constant 10 percent 
interest rate, amortized over 25 
years 

• Consider a shorter amortiza¬ 
tion period It's tempting to‘choose 
a long pay-back period because the 
monthly payments are smaller at a 
time when you're struggling to find 
every cent for your new home But 
a few extra dollars a month make a 
big difference Your $80,000 mort¬ 


gage costs $715.59 a month over 25 
years With a 15-year amortization, 
it costs $849 82 ($1.14.23 a month 
more) but you will pay consider¬ 
ably less in total interest. 

• Make your payments more fre¬ 
quently. This is one of the easiest 
and most popular options people 
have to shorten their mortgage Take 
your monthly payment, cut it in half 
and pay that amount every two 
weeks That's called an accelerated 
bi-weekly payment You end up 
making 26 payments a year - the 
equivalent of 13 monthly payments 
But because it's spread out over the 
whole year, most home owners never 
notice the difference There's a big 
difference in the life of the mort¬ 
gage With this option, you would 
pay off your $X0,(XX) mortgage in 
18 7 years and save a lot on interest 
You can also make accelerated 
weekly payments 

• Make lump sum payments 
Most mortgages allow you to make 
occasional payments that go directly 
to reducing the principal - that is, 
the amount you borrowed There 
are different rules for dilTerent mort¬ 


gages, but suppose you paid a lump 
sum of $2,000 every year Your 
$80,000 mortgage would be gone in 
only 14.1 years And you'd save 
$65,748 in interest 

• Double-up payments. Some 
lenders allow you to make double 
payments, either occasionally or 
even every month and apply it to the 
principal. If you find yourself with 
enough extra cash to make just one 
double payment a year, your mort¬ 
gage shrinks to 19 2 years If you 
can swing it four times a year, you're 
hrtme free in just under 12 years 

• Increase your regular payments 
Many lenders let you boost your 
regular payments if you find the 
mortgage easier to handle than you 
expected Many apply that increase 
directly to the principal If you were 
to increase your payments by 10 
percent from the start, your mort¬ 
gage would be gone in just over 18
